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The Sad Plight of the Refugees 


NE of the most terrible blots on Society is the failure to 
deal humanely with the hosts of refugees in various 
countries. There are probably, according lo an article 
i, Viscount CECIL in the Daily Herald, no fewer than a million 
nda quarter of these ubhapps folk who are Without “& land of 
(heir own or a Government to which they can look for protection. 
They have been thrown into their wretched condition by the 
\\ ait, revolutions, il Wilts ana nationalist reactions of the lias f 
‘een years, In addition to the refugees in the strict sense « f 
{the word, there are as many as 100,000 Stateless” persons 
a Europe, victims of the shifting of frontiers in the peace 
ttlement, who mre in many Ciuses deprived of civic rights 
nd unable to make a livelihood. Of the million-and-a-quartes 
ls referved to above, close upon a million are cared for direct \ 
nd indirectly by the League of Nations through the Nanscn 
International Office for Refugees. But the League excludes from 
‘< tutelage all but the refugees from Russia and the former 
ivkish in the case of those if does befriend. 
the International Office confines itself in the main to the no 
loubt important work of facilitating the refugees’ movements 
Provision ol special for instance. It does nothing 
to reheve the sufferings of the refugees who, despite its 
ministrations, are subject to the rigorous laws atfecting their stay 
in countries to which they have fled, to reduce their difticulties 
n finding employment, or to modify the practical refusal of 
many Governments to offer them a haven at all. The result is 
the multiplication of private agencies, coping as best they can 
with an enormous, and in some directions an often practically 
rmpossible task. 

In France, where eas Russian refugees are located, severe 
legislation has been piss ‘dd, including the fixing of «a quota for 
foreign workers, which restricts their opportunities for employ 
ment, In Great Britain the chance obtaining it lob iS, iis 
is well known, seriously circumscribed. The refugee on French 
soll never knows when he be AX} the countrs 
aitovether. There are innumerable grounds OT} Which 
may be done-—-irregular papers, the crimes of working without 
nuthorisation, of not being in work. of not renewing an identity 
card owing to lack of money, of inability to secure a risa to 
travel to another country, of having less than éve franes and 
being Without it domicile : ana sO on and sO) fo. thi. The hardship 
of the refugee’s lot has been bitterly described by M. FRANCOIS 

MAURI of the Academie Francaise. 

To expel from France,” he writes, ‘aman who has nowhere 
else to go, and to whom access to his own country is forbidden 
under pain of death is to sin doub!y—against justice and reason. 
A Russian refugee is expelled from France upon often insiguifi 
cant pretexts. . . . A simple breach of the law, the lightest 
sentence, even when it is suspended, automatically entails 
n% decree of expulsion. Then this is what happens: 
The. man does not go. Where could he? To Russia? He 
would be condemned to death. To some other country’? 
Impossible to secure a visa for a foreign country, without having 
from the country of his last residence a visa for return. Sacha 
Visa being always lacking, authorisation is always refused him. 
So, as he does not leave, he is lodged in gaol, Hardly is he 
liberated, when he is again brought to justice, and again 
condemned. Some have experienced this more than fifteen 
Limes, 

The wretched people try to cross a frontier by fraud. They 
are seized and bundled back into France, there to live a hunted 
existence, which ends fatally in despair and hatred, suicide or 
crime, And many of these unfortunates were educated men, 
honoured and beloved, who in some cases fought on the French 
front!” 

As for the German refugees, they have been authoritatively 
Advised that they must look on France as only a “ gateway 
and not as a “ garage.” 

We are assuredly not disposed to single out France, or any 
other country, for any special comment. That would hardly be 
Jiistifiable. Nor do we overlook the economic considerations 
Which animate France. as they also animate other lands. But 
"O Considerations should blind us, particularly as Jews who are 
heirs to the traditions of social justice, to the poignant tragedy 
‘o which we have called attention, but of which the world seems 
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oblivious, - Aw Jews, too, we have a direct and painful tmterest 
in the lot of the refugee. Something like 80,000 people, mostly 
Jews, have fled from Germany since the Nazi irruption into 
oftice. By what Lord CECcIL deservedly stigmatises as a most 
unfortunate concession to German ofticital susceptibilities,” 
these refugees were not entrusted to League machinery, but 
to a special Thigh Commission, for which the League assumes 
no responsibility and to which the Governments, with the 
honourable exception of Sweden, have refused mney financial 
support.

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Obituary 


BARONESS EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD 


The death occurred on Saturday, at her residence in Paris, of 
Baroness Edmond de Rothschild, in her eighty-second year. She 
only survived by a few months her husband, the late Baron 
Edmond, the famous philanthropist, who died in November. It 
was in October, 1877, that Adelaide de Rothschild, who was a 
daughter of William Karl Rothschild, married her cousin 
Edmond, and they enjoyed fifty-eight years of happy married 
life. The Baroness was deeply interested in her husband's 
vast charitable efforts, in the organisation of the Jewish 
colonies in Palestine, the foundation of the French Institute 
in London, and the Institute of Biology in Paris. Long ago, she 
withdrew from Society in order to devote her entire energies 
to social work, especially in connection with the protection of 
girls and young women. Only recently, the deceased lady estab- 
lished in memory of her husband an Institute for Jewish Youth in 
Paris, and provided an endowment to ensure its maintenance. An 
accomplished musician herself, the Baroness shared her husband's 
artistic tastes. Ste possesse| a most valuable collection of Old 
Masters, tapestries, prints, etc., and, it is stated, she has left the 


collection to the Louvre Gallery and Museum in Paris,

Rabbi Askenazy. He belonged to the assimilationist sectj, 
Polish Jewry, and was the subject of frequent attacks }, 
Polish-Jewish press, and also by anti-Semites, because he \

Appointment of Rabbi Abramski 


Great Synagogue's First Call on his Services 


FROM MACHZIKE HADASS TO BETH DIN 


NEW SYNAGOGUE IN THE NORTH-WEST 

The first meeting of the newly-elected Council of the United 
Synagogue, which met on Thursday of last week at Woburn House’ 
and was presided over by Mr. Lionet pe RornscniLp, O.B.E., the 
President, unanimously agreed to the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee that Rabbi Il. Abramski, of the Machzike 
Hadass Synagogue, should be appointed to the vacant Dayanship. 

There was an adjourned notice of motion in the name of Mr. JJ. 
Mendelowitch: “ That with reference to the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Rabbi S. I. Hillman, the Council recommends that 
the Executive Committee should consider the advisability of com- 
bining the additional duties of District Rabbi for East London with 
that of Davan, and to report and make recommendations to the 
Council thereon, and on the subject generally, at an early date.” 

Dr. IsRAgEL FELDMAN had asked for a ruling from the Chairman 
as to which item on the Agenda would be taken first-—Mr. 
Mendelowitch's notice of motion or the report and recommendations 
of the Executive Committee. - The PResSIDENT ruled that the report 
and recommendations of the Executive Committee would come first, 
and Mr. Mendelowitch said that in view of that ruling, in the 
interests of the United Synagogue and in order to avoid any mis- 
understanding, he asked leave to withdraw the resolution standing 
in his name, but wished to give notice that at the next meeting of 
the Council, he would submit a fresh resolution bearing on the topie 
of ministerial staffing in East London. Leave to withdraw the 
motion was granted.

weight throughout the whole AngloJewish Community, and there- 
fore they sought to satisfy themselves that in any appointment that 
the United Synagogue might make they would carry as large a body 
as possible in approving thatappointment. The Executive regarded 
it as a cardinal principle in the appointment of a Dayan that be 
should feel that he was serving the whole community and not to feel 
that he was connected in any way with any particular section of it, 
once he was appointed. They did approach the Union of Orthodox 
Congregations whom they would have liked to carry with them. 
That principle was not found to be acceptable to the representatives 
of the Union of Orthodox Congregations and, therefore, they were 
not able to obtain theirconcurrence inthe making of this appointment. 
A Roving Commission 

Rabbi Abramski, continued Sir RoBeRT, was determined to 
make himself a master of English as quickly as possible so that he 
might be able to preach in English and exert his influence over 
the young people growing up in this country. He already spoke 
English fluently in conversation, but thatwas adifferent matter from 
delivering a sermon in English. In the agreement which had been 
submitted for his approval there was included a reference to the 
Great Synagogue. Mr. Mendelowitch, with the public spirit which 
he had always shown, had withdrawn his motion, but the principle 
of that motion was one never out of the mind of the Executive 
Committee or the Hon, Officers of the United Synagogue. And in 
the agreement it was provided that Rabbi Abramski would preach 
at the Great Synagogue as often as he could reasonably arrange it 
and generally attend service at that Synagogue. But he would 
regard himself as available at other Synagogues throughout the 
metropolis and, possibly, if he could manage it, elsewhere. Atany 
rate, the Great Synagogue would have the first reasonable call on 
his services. 

Mr. I. KESTENBAUM, as Vice-Chairman of the Commission for 
hashrut, said that they were very pleased. that the United Syna- 
gogue had added strength to the interests of Kashrut by selecting 
Rabbi Abramski. It was wrong, he said, to convey the impression 
that the members of the Adath Yisrael Congregation were not in 
syinpathy with this appointment. ~ You happened to consult,” said 
Mr. hestenbaum, ‘the Officers of the Union who are not well in 
touch with the members whom they are supposed to represent.” 

Mr. If. GAVENTA also congratulated the Hon. Officers on their 
choice. He recalled that Dr. Israel Feldman and himself had first 
suggested such an appointment upon the retirement of Rabbi 
Hillman, and that they had interviewed the Hon. Officers with this 
object. 

As stated above, the resolution was carried unanimously, 


Union of Orthodox Congregations 


STATEMENT ON NEW DAYANSHIP 

‘The following statement has been issued by the Executive of the 
Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations to the Members of the Council : 

' The appointment of anew Dayan to the Beth Din of the United 
Synagogue does notin itse f solve the problems raised by the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations. The various features of the existing 
Beth Din to which the Union has taken exception, and for the removal of 
which the Union has been striving, still remain unaltered. 

“As yet, no re-organisation of the Beth Din has taken place, every 
effort made by the Union in this direction having so far been rebuffed by 
the United Synagogue. All that has happened is that the vacancy created 
by the retirement of Dayan Hillman has now been tlle al, 

‘* 1t is of interest to note that the Rabbi chosen wasthe spiritual head 
ofthe VMachzike Hadass, a congredation which has never been able to 
kientify itself with the religious standard of the general Community. 
‘This selection can therefore be regarded as an admission on the part of 
the United Synagogue that it was incumbent upon them to do fuller justice 
to Orthodoxy. Itisto be hoped that the new Dayan, whose appointe 
ment was doubtlessly due in no small measure to the representations 
nade by so called “militant Orthodoxy,’ will do his utmost to bridge tho 
yap that still cxists, 
nt, however, the Maehzike Hadass is left withont a Rav. 
This body, which was the pioneer institution in England for the strength- 
ening of the Torah, may now be faced with the most critical period of its 
forty-five years history, The difficulties which thus arise make it now. in 
view of the desirability for intimate relationship between Orthodox insti- 
tutions in general, more than ever necessary for the Union to maintain a 
watching brief for Orthodoxy, and to continue to set the pace for the many 
lmmprovements that have vet to be made. There is still much to be done 
mn the flelds of Khashruth, Sabbath Observance, Religious Education and 
Mikvaoth before we can feel that the future of Judaism in this country bas 
been adequately safeguarded, and the Union will not rest content until 
all this has been satisfactorily achieved.”

INTERVIEW WITH NEW DAYAN 


Spiritual Leader for East End Jewry 
Shiur Way of Holding the Youth 


The newly-elected Dayan, Rabbi Abramski, is the champion 
sf Orthodoxy (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
‘his fact was made obvious to 
oe when, on the occasion of an 
oterview with him, I asked him 

hether, in view of the intense 
eat. he had any objection to 
oy sitting withouf a hat. He 
obviously had, for he handed me 
Varmutlke. 

Our interview was conducted 
‘ao Yiddish. In reply to my 
Rabbi Abramski told 
ve that after the negotiations 
which had proceeded for the past 
ear in connection with the vacant 
iuvanship, he felt gratified at 
having been offered a position 
of such importance and responsi 
bility asa Dayan at the London 
teth Din—a body which would 
ford him so much scope to work 
or every section of Jewry inthis 
country. “I look forward,” he 
said, “to working with the other 

embers of the Beth Din in all the work appertaining to the welfare 
{ Jewry in this country.” 

We discussed his career, and I learned that twenty-three years 
ago--he is now forty-eight years of age-—-he took up the position of 
Rav in Smolevitch, his predecessor having become Rabbi of Kovno. 
Simolevitch has produced some of the greatest Rabbanim in Jewish 
history. He later took a position in Slutzk, another town famed for 
its Jewish Gaonim. It was while at Slutzk that he published the 
first part of his book TA NMSOW. The second part has also 


been published and,like the first, has been loudly acclaimed by the 
foreign Jewish Press, such as the ISRAELIT. 
When in Slutzk he had already signed an agreement with the 
Jewish Community of Petach Tikvah in Eretz Israe!, then numbering 
ready 10,000, to act as their Rav, and his expenses to go there hid 
been paid to him. But he was not permitted to leave Russia. The 
Congregation waited for him for two or three years, he said, and 
eventually appointed a Rav from America. 
Rabbi Abramski told me that at that particular time he edited 
a Hebrew journal which, however, after a two months’ life, was 
suppressed by the authorities. Three-and-a-half years ago he came 
to London to take up the appointment of Rav to the Machzike 
lladass with which Congregation, he said, he had been on terms of 
the utmost cordiality. 
| asked Rabbi Abramski what his great aim would be so far as 
lis new appointment as Dayan was concerned. “My aim,” he 
replied, “is to strengthen Yiddishkeit 7Y 721 in the 
practice and knowledge of Judaism.” 
| next asked Rabbi Abramski, who began his duties with 
the Beth Din on Monday, how he liked his new position. He was 
very happy in his new work, he said. “ What,” | asked him, “do 
you propose doing for the benefit of the younger generation of this 
untry?”

Community's Needs Unsatisfied 


YIDDISH- SPEAKING LEADER FOR YOUNG ENGLISH JEWS 
To the Editor of Ture JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Whena friend of mine recently declined at one of the Constituent 
Synagogues to be nominated for the Councit because, as he stated in his 
refusal, the United Synagogue was growing into a-very autocratic body 
and Constituent Synagogues were being gradually robbed of their local 
autonomy, I did not take his allegations very seriously, and thought he 
was unwarrantably severe in his strictures. But the manner in which 
the clection last week for the vacant post cf Dayan was carricd through 
would seem to confirm nry friend's accusations. 

For years now the Great Synagogue has been \begging the United 
Synagogue to appoint a resident English speaking Dayan for East 
London to be attached to that Synagogue. Mr. Mendelowitch has 
raised this question at the Council Meetings many times (receiving the 
support of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on each occasion) and on 
these occasions pro.ses have been made to him, the Great Ssypa- 
gogue, and the Community that when a suitable opportunity arose the 
Great Synagogue’s demands would be met. When Dayan Hillman 
retired from the Beth Din it was generally thought that that offered an 
opportunity for the United Synagogue to carry out its repeated promises. 
Mr. Mendelowitch, desirous of once again reminding the United Syna- 
gogue of their promises, sent in a notice of motion asking that the 
United Synagogue should, in appointing a Dayan, combine with his duties 
those of District Rabbi for East London. This motion appeared on the 
Agenda paper for April 3rd last. But jast as he was about to move the 
resolution, Sir Robert Waley Cohen asked him to postpone discussion of it 
until the next meeting of the Council. Before agreeing to do so, Mr. 
Mentelowich asked Sir Robert if there was any truth in the rumour that 
Rabbi Abramski was going to be appointed Dayan. When Sir Robert 
answered that there was no truth in the rumour (see JEWISH CHRONICLE 
April 5th) Mr. Mendelowitch, on that understanding, postponed discussion 
of his resolution. The resolution ALAIN appeared on the Agenda for the 
meeting of of June 20th, but again Mr. Mendelowitch, at the request of Sir 
Robert. was asked to withdraw it. as Rabbi Abramski was to be recom- 
mended for the appointment of Dayan at that meeting. 

Now Lregard this second request as grossly unfair treatment, and as 
showing entire disregard for the views of a member conveying a definite 
request, by resolution, from the members of his congregation at their 
Annual Meeting. Indeed, Sir Robert's action in this matter amounted to 
a stifling of opinton of the worst kind, a procedure whi h eannot reflect 
credit on our Communal organisations or give cncouragcment to those 
laymen who are endeavouring fa:thfully to serve ther Congregations, 
Your colomns have rece ntl been referring to some of the actions of 
Parnass-Dictators, but these actions must surely pale into insignificance 
when compared with the dietatorship of some of the Hon. Officers of the 
nited Synagogue.

“The Learned Cenotaph” 


There is no doubt that the new Dayan is learned in Jewish Law and 
able suitably to answer Shaaloth, But it is no use, as the late Rev. 
A. A. Green onee said, “ burying the pulpit, as to its human side, under a 
cenotaph of knowledge.” In its recommendation to the Council of the 
United Synagogue for Rabbi Abramski’s appointment, the kixecutive 
Committee stated that the new Dayan “combines with a profound 
knowledge of Jewish law and traditional practice a deep appreciation of 
the special problems and needs of the Jewish Communities of the British 
Empire.” Rabbi Abramski’s special knowledge of the Jewish Communities 
of the British Empire has been gained in the congregations which he has 
served in Slutzk and Smolevitch in Russia, and for the past three and 
a half vears in the Machzike Hadass Congregation, London. The 
Executive Committee's recommendation also stated that the new Dayan 
is prepared to undertake to make himself proficient in the English 
language within a reasonable time, This is rather a strange statement, 
because in the announcement issued on his appointment as Rabbi to the

Machzike Hadass (see THE JEWISH CHRONICLE January Ist, 1932) it was 
stated that he already commanded a knowledge of the English language, 


‘Our Bankrupt Ministry 


If Sir Robert Waley Cohen states that the United Synagogue has 
chosen the best man after very careful searching, then it shows that the 
Anglo-Jewish ministry is bankrupt. Yet when ** Watchman” in THr 
JEWISH CHRONICLE ventured to suggest this a year or so ago, the Rev. 
Ephraim Levine, as the spokesman of the ministers, held up his hands in 
horror and categorically repelled the suggestion. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen told the Council meeting last week that the 
Federation of Synagogues had been consulted and were satisfied with the 
appointment of Rabbi Abramski. But why should the Federation have 
been consulted? That body is not paying a single penny towards the 
maintenance of the Dayanship that has now been filled, The United 
Synagogue has simply created a similar situation to the anomalous state 
of affairs that existed in the past 20 years while Rabbi Hillman was Dayan. 
Rabbi Hillman never preached in English or spoke English in public. To 
all intents and purposes, though he Was employed by the United Synagogue, 
in the main he served those grouped under the banner of the Federation 
of Synagogues. While the U: ited rightls boasts that it serves the larger 
Community and not only its own members, is it right that large sums 
of money should be spent in the salary of a full time Dayan in order 
that the FeJeration membeis should reap the greater part of the benefit? 


“Collects But It Does Not Subscribe” 


Some years ago, the Federation increased the subscription of its mem- 
bers from threepence to fourpence a week, the increase of a penny being, 
so it was stated, for two purposes: a halfpenny was to go to the Talmud 
Torahs and one halfpenny for the maintenance of a principal Rabbi. I 
believe that the Federation does help the Talmud Torahs, but it has not 
maintained a Rabbi of its own for a uumber of years. The truth of the 
position is that the time is long overdue forthe Federation to appoint such 
a Rabbi, and for the United Synagogue to appoint an English speaking 
resident Kast End Dayan-—-one who could fill not only the pulpit at the 
Great Synagogue during the long periods of absence of the Chief Rabbi 
from that Synagogue, but also the pulpits at other Constituent Synagogues 
in Fast and North London. 

The new appointment is a source of profound disappointment to many 
in the kast End, particularly to those who have been patient in their 
demands but who now realise bow futile and utterly hopeless any further 
efforts for communal betterment must be. Mr. Mendelowitch deserves

United Polish Appeal 


NOT DESPONDENT OF ULTIMATE RESULT 


Jewish Representation in the Polish Sejm 


Last Sunday's meeting of the Deputies of British Jews. presided 
over by the President, Mr. NevitLe J. Laski, K.C. (Spanish and 
Vortuguese) had not been long in progress before a question was 
put in connection with Mr. Rowson's absence from the last 
meeting of the Board, at which it was rumoured that he had resigned. 

Mr. MicHakt Levy (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
asked whether Mr. Rowson had resigned from what he described as 
the “ Olav Hasholom” Committee. Ifhe had, he asked further, why 
was no announcement made to this effect at the last meeting of the 
board ? 

The PRESIDENT replied that Mr. Rowson had resigned, but that 
it was not in accordance with precedent, as he knew it, for references 
to be made to individual resignations. Mr. Rowson had intimated 
to him his resignation, and in accordance with what was the wish 
of himself and the Hon. Officers, he addressed two letters to him 
asking him to reconsider his resignation and paving tribute to the 
services which he had rendered te the Board. Mr. Rowson did not 
see fit to withdraw his resignation. 

The PRESIDENT paid a tribute to the memory of the late Der. 
Schmarya Levin by whose death, he said, the Zionist Movement had 
lost one of its most notable figures, and the world a great Jew. He 
moved a vote of congratulation to Mr. Hore-Belisha, M.P., a member 
of the Board, upon his having been appointed a member of the Priv, 
Council, and gave a resume of the history and work of the Al/iance 
Israelite Universelle, which celebrated the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of its foundation this month. In connection with the King George V. 
Jubilee Forest Fand, he said that having at the last meeting of the 
Deputies, with the evident approval of the Board, made a statement 
with regard to this Fund, he took that opportunity of replying to 
the many questions which had been addressed to him personally, 
by saving that that was the only appeal which was the official 
Jubilee tribute of the Auglo-Jewish Community. 


Law and Parliamentary Committee 


Mr. B. A. Levinson (Liberal Jewish) moved the Report of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee which was carried and which 
stated that twenty-nine applications had been received in response 
to the advertisements of the Secretarial posts decided upon by the 
Board at its last meeting. The applications were at present under 
consideration by the Selection Committee. 

In the unavoidable absence of Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B.E., 
the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee, which was carried, was 
submitted by the President. 

Under the heading of **Germany,”’ the Report deals with the exclusion of 
Jews from military service and the continuance of attempts by the German 
Government to justify their anti-Jewish policy in the eves of foreign observers. 
The recently founded * Institute for the Study of the Jewish Question” collects 
anti-Semitic material from all sources and provides propaganda for use in 
fore ign countries, besides issuing publications ofits own. (reneralls speaking, 
no method is neglected to blacken the Jewish reputation, and, with this object 
in view, little regard is paid to truth. 

The Report quotes the following from Hitler's *‘ Mem hamptf “It is not 
the business of propaganda to weigh the rights and wrongs of a question its 
object is to present its own side. Propaganda does not exist in order to search 
lor truth, so far as it may be favourable to the opponent, nor has doctrinaire 
impartiality any part in what propaganda offers to the masses.”’ In the spirit 
of this quotation from the Leader's book. a recent article in the VOERLKISCHER 
HEOBACHTER declares: *‘ National Socialism knows no such thing as impartial 
research. History must be written, not objectively, bat in the spirit of German 


faith.” And what is the German faith, the German * Weltanschauung ” ” 
‘he answer is given in a lecture delivered a few days ago at the University of 
(ologne: “He alone is German who follows the Leader with faith and shares 


his views. The man who does not share the Leader's views, he is no German.” 
Th words give expression Lo Opilbions which are widely, prevalent in (rermanv 
at the present time, and illustrate the value attached to argument based on facts 
and relying on trath. 
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Dealing with Poland, the Report records the changes in the electoral system, 
the riotous behaviour of the anti-Semitic Endek majority on the Lodz Manicipal 
Council, and the anti-Jewish excesses in Grodno.

to the next meeting of the Council. Herr Greiser, the President of the Danzig 
Senate, undertook to act on the conclusions arrived at by the Committee of 
Jurists, 

Action recentiv taken by the Austrian Authorities to restrain anti-Semitic 
activities, coupled with further pronouncements by the Chancellor and other 
Government spokesmen against the stirring up of racial and religious hatred, 
encourage the hope of a betterment in the political situation gf Austrian Jewry. 

Reports from Bucharest indicate that, in spite of the continuance of Martial 
Law and the rigorous < ensorship, the anti-Semitic parties and Press are allowed 
to carry on their incitementagainst the Jewish population without effective 
hindrance, 


Mr. LASkt read a statement on behalf of Mr. Montefiore. 

In connection with the Polish Appeal, Mr. JOsEPH 
MeLLealO.B.F. ‘Anglo.Jewish Association), who is Chairman of the 
Foreign Appeals Committee, announced that they had received from 
1.211 donors the sum of £7,450. This amount included the following 


from the Dominions: Port Elizabeth, £245; Salisbury, £30; 
Queenstown, £10 10s.; Sydney, £317; Melbourne, £200. The 


expenses worked out at 7.5 per cent., and they hoped, as the 
Appeal proceeded—and they were not at all despondent of the ultimate 
result-——that the expenses of the appeal itself would steadily grow 
less and less. 

Mr. IskaArL COHEN (Golders Green) pointed out that the number 
of Jewish Deputies in the Polish Sejm had been progressively 
reduced from 34, fourteen years ago, to 10 three years ago, and that 
as a result of this electoral reform it would probably be not more 
than four or five. He proposed an amendment to the appropriate 
reference, to read “It is feared that as a consequence the proportion 
of Jewish Deputies in the next Sejm will be less than hitherto.” 

The Board agreed to Mr. Cohen's amendment. 

Mr. Gorpon M. Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United), the Board's 
Treasurer, who was welcomed back by the President on behalf of 
the Board from his visit to America, moved the adoption of the 
accounts of the Board for the half vear ending 28th April, 1935, the 
Treasurer's Report thereon, and the Report of the Finance Com 
mittee, all of which were carried. The Finance Committee Report 
stated, among other things: 

The Committee has taken note of the resolution of the Board of 17th March, 
1955, requiring the Committee to recommend an allocation to the Press and 
information Committee in addition to the £500 already granted. The Com 
mittee has also given preliminary consideration to the recommendation of the 
Law, Parliamentary and Genera! Purposes Committee, approved by the Board 
at its last Meeting. requesting the Committee to formulate schemes for the 
increase of the Board’s revenue. In view of the commitments, at prevent 
unascertained, in respect of, and c nsequent on, the Secretaria! appointments 
to be made, the Committee has deferred consideration of the above two matters 
to its next meeting. 

The resignation of Mr. Rowson was again raised,-this time by 
Mr. L. J. HYDLEMAN (Ealing and Acton). 

Mr. Lione. L. Coen, (Barrow-in-Furness), made it clear 
that the resignation of Mr. Rowson was not before the Board. A 
member resigned not from the Board but from the Congregation 
which appointed him.

“Shoulder to Shoulder Against Jewry” 


Brownshirts as Anti-Jewish Spearhead 


Nazi Leaders Canvass for ‘“ Stuermer” 


“Satan finds work for idle hands todo.” Never was the old 
saying more aptly illustrated than over the week-end in Germany. 
Satan, in the appropriate form of Julius Streicher, evidently 
perturbed at the loose end at which the Storm Troop Organisation 
now finds itself, and which perhaps might lead it to direct its 
attention to unwelcome quarters, has hit upon the “ ideal" method 
of employing its superflous energies. Accordingly, the latest issue 
of the STUERMER (No. 25), in its leading article headed “S.A. and 
STUERMER, Shoulder to Sioulder,’ makes the following point-blank 
proposal: that the S.A., now that its former essential task as a 
“Storm” Troop has been liquidated with the establishment of Nazi 
rule, should adopt the new aim of acting as a fighting organisation 
against the enemies of the NaziState. Behind these enemies, Com- 
munists. Socialists, Catholics, etc., is the Jew, ‘the general who leads 
the whole reactionary army.’ The way for the S.A. is thus clearly 
marked out: “to fight in the front line” against Jewry, “and 
become once again a Storm Section.’ 

In order to win this fight, the STUERMER continues, the S.A. 
must know its enemy. The STUERMER, published in the city where 
the annual Nazi Congress is held, supplies this knowledge. “The 
STUERMER and the:Storm Troops belonged together and will once 
again belong together when the signal is sounded for the last 
decisive fight. They have always worked together and have the 
same aim. On Jane 30th, 1954, when a dark cloud passed over the 
S.A., its éyes were opened and it realised who was the greatest enemy 
of the Nazis: it realised that without the solution of the Jewish 
question there was: no salvation for the German people.

The Municipality of Auerbach has followed the example set by 
the Municipality of Nidda and has decided to allot its contracts and 
its work only to German merchants, artisans and labourers who 
declare on oath that neither they nor members of their family have 
any transactions or associations with Jews. 

On the occasion of the Peasants’ Conference of the district of 
Unna, a film was shown to the delegates at the Conference illustrat- 
ing “ what the peasants owe to Hitler for destroying the Jewish 
parasite who oppressed the peasants and workers and for setting 
the German peasantry free from Jewish speculators.” 

Speaking at a meeting of office and administrative employees 
in Mannheim, District Propaganda Leader Fischer declared that 
“every support for the Jews is support for the hired murderers of 
our people. Bear in mind this warning: Do not buy from Jews!” 

Neither pogroms nor the promotion of Zionism was the solution 
of the Jewish problem in Germany, declared a Nazi official, Dr. 
Cuhorst, at a conference at Bad Diirkheim. The best thing todo, he 
said, was to leave the Jews to solve their own problem. All the 
Nazis had to do was to bring pressure upou the Jews, boycott them, 
and deprive them of all means of livelihood. The Jews would see 
that they could not make a living in Germany and that their 
children had no future in the country, and would seek their own 
solution by leaving the Third Reich. The conference fully agreed 
with Dr. Cabhorst and passed a strong resolution in favour of the 
anti-Jewish boycott. 


“Non-Aryan ” Statistics 
Encouraging Emigration 


Speaking at the Political High Scuool in Berlin, Ministerial 
Councillor De. Conti, of the Ministry of the Interior. stated that 
there were now about 1,500,000 non-Aryans in Germany, including 
BOO.000 full Jews. -Of the latter, 500.000 were of the Jewish faith, 
300,000 not of the Jewish faith. In 1912, the total number of non- 
\ryans was 2,50 ),000, 

On the other hand, the C.V. ZeITUNG recently estimated that 
there were only between 250,000 and 260,000 persons of mixed 
descent in Germany apart from 450,000 full Jews, thus giving a total 
number of non-Aryans of 710,000. The JUvEDISCHE RUNDSCHALU, at 
the end of last year, gave the total of non-Aryans, including full Jews, 
as 660,000 (500.000 Jews and 160,009 non-Jewish nor-Aryans',

SCOTLAND TURNS DOWN THE PROJECT 


German Ex-Soldiers at Hove 


A DIGNIFIED JEWISH 


At the Annual Conference of the British Legion (Scotland) 
which was held at Peebles last Saturday, Lieut.-Col. Norman 
Macleod, C.M.aG., D.S.0O., made the suggestion that in order to 
preserve good feeling they should co-operate with the Legion in 
England in sending a delegation of ex-Servicemen to Germany. 
tle moved that the Conference express its appreciation of, and 
svinpathy with, the proposal of the British Legion in England, and 
remit to the Executive Committee to endeavour to have the British 
Legion in Scotland associated with it or to take such otber action as 
they thought best to promote friendly and peaceful relation, not only 
with Germany but with all those who fought with or against us. 

A direct negative was moved by Mr. Ford Hamilton, who 
explained that he was speaking only of Germany. Were they going 
to associate themselves, he asked, with what was happening under 
ithe reign of Hitler in that country? Let them be sure before they 
pledged themselves to visit the association in Germany, that their 
constitution took in every ex-Service man in Germany, and that 
their Jewish comrades were entitled to membership. If it did not, 
he said, they should not patronise it. 

Lord Belhaven and Stenton, C.LE., said he felt that he could 
not do anything but follow their beloved leader, the Prince of Wales, 
in this matter, but at the same time, if went very much against his 
heart. At this particular juncture in the politics of Europe, he 
would have recommended a pause before deciding to follow the 
‘ead of England. 

Colonel MacLeod pointed out that they were 
chemr countries, not only Germany.

Karther north up the coast is Blackpool, with a slightly smaller 
Jewish Community. My earliest recollection of the town is of asummer 
holiday in 1914, when one sunny day the flaming word “ WAR!” 
appeared on the newspaper bills, and this was recalled to my mind 
when ITsaw, on this visit, a marble memorial tablet in the Blackpool 
Synagogue vestibule, bearing the names of those young Jewish soldiers 
from the towa who laid down their lives for England. 

The Syaagoga> in Leamington Road, consecrated by the Chief 
Rabbi in 1916, impressed me with its spaciousness and good architec- 
tural features, without the hint of austerity contained in Southport's 
marble. Although the Community may be reckoned at 120 families, 
fewer than a hundred of these are members of the Synagogue, and 
there is apparently a standing appeal in the annual report to those 
without the fold to enter it. The Community on the whole comprises 


a rather higher proportion of boarding-house proprietors and trades-— 


people than Southport’s, and because of the workaday demands 
necessarily involved, coupled with a more “ floating ”’ and scattered 
population, there is less obvious communal activity. Comparatively 
few old residents in the town remain, although the President, Mr. 
Scheff, has lived there 51 vears. 

Mr. Joseph Myers, a past President, and “ dean ~ of the Congrte- 
gation, though well over 80, is still an energetic mentor to the Commun- 
itv. It is only a few vears since the Borough Council paid him the 
tribute of co opting him on to its Education Committee and placing 
him on the Governing Bodies of several schools, 

Most of the organised activities of the community centre in the 
Synagogue, and the Jewish atmosphere is being encouraged by efforts 
to maintain a regular morning and evening service there.

Nearer Liverpool, and on the banks of the River Mersey, is Widnes, 
whose chief industrv, chemicals, announces itself to the nostrils 
almost as soon as one leaves the station. Here three or four Jewish 
famihes remain of the former community, although others living else- 
where still keep shops there. I found a Mr. Cohen, who was born in 
Widnes, and who is well known in the town. There was once a syna 
vogue, but its former building now does duty as a Masonie Hall. For 
the High Festivals, however, a Minyan is formed, even if it mea gs 
almost the eorvée—members are impressed into service, usually from 
Liverpool, and a Chazan is engaged for the necessary period. The two 
Scrolls of the Law, from the former synagogue. are brought out from 
their resting place, which at present is in the home of Mr. Braverman, 
who, I think, is the only Jew in Runcorn. (Runcorn is Widnes’ sister 
town, on the Cheshire side of the Mersey, and the two towns are 
connected by a transporter bridge). 

The dietary laws enjomed Cri the Jew ure fully observed, and 
ko her neat fowls, CLc., are imported from Liverpool the whole year 
round. The deservedly ubiquitous J.N.F. box has a place of honour 
in Mr. Cohen’s house, and from its weight it seemed due for the six 
months collection from Manchester.

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THEODOR HERZL IN THE LIGHT OF “ ALTNEULAND”*

It was between sessions at the Third Zionist Congress. held at 
dasle, when Herzl and I were sitting together at the “ Drei Koenige es 
Hotel. that he said to me: “I have been busy writing a story lately 
on the future of Zionism. I’m calling it * Altneuland.’ and I want our 
fellow-Zionists who don’t know German to read it in an exact Hel 
translation. Look around and find me a Hebrew translator.” 

* I'd be pleased to translate it myself,” I answered. * Please let 
me have your manuscript.” 

* T haven’t finished working on it,” replied Herzl. © But 1 he be 
to finish it as soon as I get back to Vienna, and will then send vou 
ona typed copy to Warsaw. It will be in your hands before it ap} ars 
in German, so that the Hebrew translation may appear at the 
time as the original,” 

My relation to Herzl was not that of a writer to a publisher or 
of a translator to the author of his original. There was not a word 
on either side as to author’s or translator's fees or conditions of publi- 
cation. Those were the days when the work was done for its own sake, 
with never a shadow of a commercial undertaking. 

| waited impatiently for the arrival of this story on the future 
of Zionism of which the Leader had informed me: not with th

innermost depths of which we dispoerted ourselves. Time and again

Such was the man I, a close admirer, who drank his words with 
thirst and esteemed him in the fashion which I have expressed in 
countless essays written in our own and so many other languages from 
time to time, never exaggerated by describing as king over Israel ; 
for he was not a king, and nobody else has been king over Israel since 
the day that our Kingdom fell. But I am well able to understand 
and value the legend which sets a crown upon the head of Herzl;

Our poet cannot be said to have written any love poems in the 
accepted sense of this term. father does he use the emotion as a vehicle 
for descriptive scenes of Nature. The lover descends from the moun- 
tains to woo the daughter of the valley, but when the mornmg wind 
calls from the hills, and fresh wine is poured into the skies he bids 
his love awake.

But when she hears the sound of his horn piercing the 
mighty rocks she will know that the hunter of the hills remembers 
the daughter of the vale. Or by the brook Arnon, in the eastern mid- 
night, dark forms rise like messengers and strange winds chase round 
the clefts of the rocks, when suddenly the tall masses turn into rows 
of tanned beating breasts, from which exhale oriental perfumes. Then 
the poet recognises the daughter of Moab whose wiles lured the sons 
of Isracl tosin. The poems tend to express passing moods of the writer, 
rather than his experiences of love. 

It is in bis Nature poems that one feels the poet is speaking from 
his heart. He has been compared to a big child marvelling with wide 
open eyes at the sight of the earth. Yet his simplicity does not prevent 
him from portraying in a few well chosen words the. very essence ot 
what he sees. The sun is shining, the sand burns in the light, the sun- 
blinds are drawn, all is quiet, only the poet passes along the street. 
Suddenly, at an open window, he sees a bird singmg; the house is 
empty. but in every corner it is sown with light, winking im the crannies, 
dancing over the walls and ceilings. In the sultrv heat of the afternoon 
a magic sleep has overcome all creatures and shades, only the poet, 
the bird and the sun-rays are alive. A picture is painted in a trice. 
He writes of the expiring summer dying in the midst of all the bounty 
it has \ ielded, its helpless body borne on a pyre of golden leaves. But 
it dies in glory, while the earth is bright, the flowers‘in their prime, and 
from the spider's webs in the fields and woods its shroud is woven. 
As a child finding a bird’s bedyv will dig its grave among the best 
flower beds and there bury it with warm, tender hands, so the poet 
sets up a memorial for the Sirmimer in the chambers of his heart. In 
the snow bh mind of the orthern winter he waited for the blogsom- 
ing of the and it is not to be wondered at that he found his 
highest Inspiration in the warm scenes of Palestine.

There are some long poems to his credit, including one entitled 
* Job's Wife.” This has been hailed by Klausner, with his character- 
isticaily paradoxical regard for Satan. AS one of Our poet's most 
masterly productions. But why a solution of Job's difficulties, which 
mak the non-existence oft more probable than his existence, 
is any more acceptable than the original version it is difficult to see. 
In the poem Job's wife suffers more from loss of contact with her +ius- 
hand's outlook rather than from the loss of her children, which is 
highly unlikely. She cannot understand why he blesses God. Had a 
man done to him a thousandth part of the wrong he has suffered at 
the hands of God he would not have acted thus. He should have ex- 
pected a greater measure of justice from God for the very reason that 
He is the Deity. Because He is all-powerful is He absolved from right- 
doing and equity ? Is it net despecable to justify His punishments 
through fear of Him or to avert His wrath ?- Her sons feasted in the 
exuberance of their vouth and were struck down, but if God created 
the joy of life and implanted desire for pleasure in their hearts wherein 
lay the sin ¢ She cannot abide the desire of Job and some of his friends 
to justify God. No tear shed without reason can be forgiven, not the 
slightest punishment can pass without justification. If God dees not 
judge in truth and clothes Himself with violence as a cloak, He is not 
tr be recognised from Satan, His servant. It is nota convincmeg lesson 
when contrasted with Abraham's plea for Sodem and Gomorrah. 
Job's wife wants the nmpossible—to know the whole truth even if the 
revelation of it burns her body and soul with its fire. At the end. 
while Job has his former wealth restored to him and raises a new 
family, she retires to the desert awaiting her end amid its fiery sands. 
Although Shimonowitz declares - 
lf am a singer of the Hebrews, and great is my trust in the Almighty, 
In the vietery of goodness and of right my fortune s star.” 
In a dramatic poen entitled * Star Worshippers,” he describes the 
effect of Abraham's onslaught on his father’s idols on the familv. 
In conclusion he declares that the idols eventually had their revenge. 
because the descendants of Abraham will live upon the earth with the 
song of its trees and stones resounding im their ears. with the secrets 
of its life and beauty revealed in the shadows of evening and the light 
of dawn, with the scent of flowers and the waving corn. Yet the 
language of all these evidences of Nature. fresh and exalted. will not 
inspire or revive their soul. They will not comprehend the secrets of 
growing herbs or feel the wonder of graven and molten forms : 

Blind and deaf they will live upon the earth 


And evet heavenward their eve be Ti Ne d. 
And there, too, no & ily ition.” 


Perhaps this is a true diagnosis of Jewish ills.

GLASGOW 


The Jewish Institute 
[From our Correspondent} 


The new premises of the Institute were opened last Sunday in 
the presence of a large and distinguished gathering. The proceed. 
ings began with a service in the South Portland Street Synagogue 
‘which adjoins the Institute) and was conducted by the Rev. M. 
fomin, assisted by the Choir. Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman read the 
Prayer for the Royal Family and delivered an address. Rabbi Atlas 
spoke in Yiddish. After the service Mr. Maurice Olsberg, J.P., 
President, handed a gold key to Mr. Isaac Wolfson, who declared the 
Inititute open. Mr. Solly Levine, the Treasurer, presented a gold 
key to Mrs. Pearl Merrens, who opened the “ Pearl Merrens Lounge.” 

In the evening a celebration dinner was held in the “Isaac 
Wolfson” Hall of the Institute. Rabbi J. D. Lurie said Grace. 
Mr. Maurice Bloch, J.P., said that the opening of that new and 
magnificent building was one of the greatest landmarks in the 
progress of Glasgow Jewry. It was due mainly to the group of youth 
who had created a social and cultural centre of high standing. They 
were delighted to have with them two distinguished Members of 
Parliament. 

Mr. John Train, M.P., replying, congratulated the Jewish 
Community on the success of the new Institute. The Houses of 
Parliament were an integral part of the British Coustitution and 
wherever they administered there was liberty of speech, religious 
freedom and prosperity. There was no dictatorship and, God grant, 
he said, there never would be. British administration had benefited 
wherever it spread and Palestine was an outstanding example. 

Sir Robert Wilson, DD... <. proposing the Corporation of 
Glasgow, said that all the three local Jewish gatherings he had 
attended were a source of happiness and joy to him. 

City Treasurer P. J. Dollan said that Sir Robert was beloved by 
every section of the community, Jew and Gentile alike. On bebalf 
of the Corporation, he congratulated the Glasgow Community on 
their maguificent new premises. Their example might well be 
followed by other sections of the Community. He referred to the 
commercial enterprise of Glasgow Jewry who, he said, were excellent 
citizeus, proud of their race and of their culture. “Well done, 
Glasgow Jewish Citizens,’ said Mr. Dollan, “and as far as within 
cur power every opportunity will be opened to Glasgow Jewry to 
ossist in the progress of this great city.” He appealed to Glasgow 
Jewry to support the new loan raised independently of the City 
cf London. 

Mr. Jack Morrison announced adonation of £100 in the name of 
the Jewish Institute towards theloan. Bailie Johu Henderson, J.?.., 
raid that the ~ Institute was an ideal place to create a healthy, moral 
ond physical atmosphere. 

Mr. Maurice Olsberg, J.P., Chairman of the Institute, said that 
they were entering on a great venture and it required great Sacrifices, 
lut they were determined to have an Institute worthy of the 
Community and worthy of the great City of Glasgow. ‘The welfare 
(f their Jewish Youth was of paramount importance. He felt that 
the support of the Community in their great enterprise was assured. 

Mr. Jack Mandel presented a silver trowel to Mr. James 
Taylor, F.R.LB.A., the architect of the butlding. Mr. ‘Taylor 
responded. “ The Patrons” was proposed by Mr. G. Spilg. Mr.

TWO NOVELS 


‘Road of Ages.’ By Robert Nathan (Constable. 7s. 6d.). 
‘Solomon Levi."" By Claudius Gregory (Duckworth. 8s. 61.). 
Reviewed by JOYCE WEINIER 

Mr. Robert Nathan's ~ Road of Ages” is that rarest of books — 
on imaginative work on a Jewish subject. He has assumed in this 
that the whole Jewish nation has been expelled from all the 
countries which have given her harbourage—even Palestine has been 
‘aken away and the friendly peoples have turned a deaf ear to the 
-yfferings of the Jews. In the terrible confusion that has followed 
‘his wholesale expulsion many have died miserably, but a motley 
-omnant is making doggedly for the Gobi desert. the one spot on 
earth in which they are allowed to settle. A straggling procession 
nakes its way through Central Europe eastwards to Russia, is 
attacked by brutal peasantry, ravaged by illness, and faces the 
pitiless enmity of the seasons, the dankness of Autumn, the glare 
of Summer and the numb horror of Winter. But all tribulatfons can 
be borne for the sake of that brief Spring which comes to nations 
as well as to individuals, when hope awakens inthe hearts of weary 
travellers, and when fingers unfrozen again can touch their 
violins so that valleys and hills ring with the music made by a 
despised and forlorn people. Among the exiles is the Rabbi from 
astern Europe with his simple faith and austere rule of life. the 
German scientist whose scholars zeal makes him impervious to 
bodily hardship, and the child prodigy whom other children hate 
because she is different from them. Mrs. Ninian, the elderly 
\merican, Mrs. Liebkovitz, the Rabbi's wife. and Mrs. Perez. the 
sophisticated Frenchw@man homesick for Paris, can none of them 
speak the same language, but on the march there grows up between 
them a loving sympathy in the presence of death and desolation. 
iven as he trudges, the hothead Alberg rants at the industrialist 
making his plans for the development of the desert home. In the 
tragic scuffle between the Communists and the leaders of the march, 
not only the firebrand is killed, but the little storekeeper, light 
headed from hunger and innocent of passion also perishes. We seem 
to be——and, in fact. we are—carried onwards with the march. and 
feel the hopefulness that transcends its apparent despair. These 

ews are neither shadows nor ghosts. They aré the flesh and blool 
we know and their problems areours. Many- books have be:n written 

out each aspect of Jewish life here touched upon, but in essence 

ye tell us more than this masterpiece ofcompression. Mr. Nathan 
is detached, but he writes with the precision and understanding of 
one who loves his theme and balances to a nicety his pity and 
irony. His subject and its expression are insidiously moving, 
poetic yet vividly real, and his language is at once exalted and 
chaste, lyrical and restrained. 

Tuere is no obvious message, but it is powerful in implication. 
fie Jews know peril and disruption, but the more these recur the 
oftener endurance is born again. Like Flecker's pilgrims, with 
each rebuff, ~ We will go—always a little further,’ and we may hope 
to grow wiser and more forgiving with each stage of the journey. 
\t last, freed of persecution from outside, inner unity may b® in 
sight, and exile is not so hard to bear when all must shareit. The 
land does not matter, but the people do. When Mr. Nathan com 
meuts at all it is through the mind of David, his American poet and 
dreamer, who is finally reconciled to living in tragic times.

There is a familiar ring about Mr. Claudius Gregory's “Solomon 
Levi,’ for we have met before in fiction the sensitive Jewish 
boy who is afraid of his destiny and stands aloof from his mellow 
home life.

In these 
‘roublous days, it is of great moment for us that a man of his 
intelligence can enter so completely into our existence-and find so 
much to praise. Perhaps, indeed, we still have more friends than 
we know.

A Sofer in XVIIth Century London 


From Mr. DAVID S. SASSOON 


To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE 

Sik.—I read with interest Haham Dr. Gaster’s remarks on my lotter 
which appeared in your issue of the I4th inst.

Dr. Gaster asserts that ‘the inscription on the Scroll is not a quota- 
tion from a verse of the Bible,"’ obviously overlooking Proverbs III1., 9. 

He further writes that “‘the dot in the middle of each word was 
merely to point out that the whole word was to be reckoned.’ I should 
like to make two observations on this statement: First, in my experienc: 
it is the invariable practice for dots to be placed over such letters only, 
the numerical value of which it is desire l to reckon. If all the letters of 
acertain word are to be included in the computation, then all of them 
Without exception must be overdotted or a stroke has to be drawa over 
the word. In fact Dr. Gaster himself dotted every letter of the thres 
words when quoting them in his book. In later times, however, double 
strokes have beon used between the penultimate and the last letter of the 
word when all the letters are to be reckoned. Second, of the three wor.ls 
in our chronographic quotation, only the first has a middle letter. In th» 
second word there are only two letters, the second of which is dottel; 
while the third word has four letters, the dot appearing over the third.

Anti-Hitler Boycott Offices Closed 


German Embassy Fears British Competition 
[From our Correspondent—Warsiw) 

By a sudden decision of the authorities, the offices of the Anti- 
Hitler Boycatt Committee were closed in Warsaw last week. Police- 
men searched the offices thoroughly. Thev examined all the docu- 
ments, after which they sealed them up, taking away alist of the 250 
branches of the Boycott Committee in other parts of Poland. 

No statement as to the reason for this unexpected step was 
given. It is, however, known that it followed an application by the 
German Embassy in Warsaw to the Polish Foreign Office. A few davs 
previously the Anti-Hitler Boycott Committee in Warsaw had issued 
an appeal to boycott German goods, pointing out that afresh flood of 
German medical and chemical goods was pouring into Poland. It 
instructed the Jewish importers that such articles. as well as a 
number of others, could be imported with profit from England, France, 
Switzerland and Czechoslovakia. 


Grodno Anti-Jewish Disturbances 
Second Victim Dies 


The anti-Jewish disturbances in Grodno have claimed a second 
victim in Gedalia Blecher, fifty years of age, who has died in 
hospital of the wounds he _ sustained in the riot which 
occurred on Friday night, June 7th. The first victim was Israel 


Berezowski, the son of the choirmaster of the Grodno Synagogue, 


who died two days after the rioting. 

The Mayor of Grodno has issued a proclamation in which he 
draws attention to the criminal character of the affray and its 
exploitation by underworld elements for the ptirposes of rioting and 


looting. 


The Lodz City Council, which has been unable to function for a long 
time because of the tactics of its anti-Semitic majority, is to be dissolved, 
following its rejection of the Municipal Badget, which has 
the first time in the history of the city. 

The Jewish Press in Warsaw did not appear on Tuesday, baving 
joined in a protest strike called by the Polish Socialist Parties, the Jewish 
Socialist Party, Bund, and the Poale Zion, against the new Parliamentary 
electoral Ordinance, which very much restricts the representation and 
the rights of the opposition part.es and of the minorities.

“ DAVAR’'S”" TENTH BIRTHDAY 


DAvAR, the Hebrew daily published in Tel-Aviv, has celebrated 
its tenth anniversary. The occasion was marked by the publi- 
cation of a special number consisting of fifty-six pages and an 
illustrated supplement. The rapid development of the Hebrew 
Press in Palestine is no less remarkable than the development 
of the country. The circulation of the Hebrew dailies cannot, 
of course, be compared with the circulation of big dailies in 
other countries, but a Palestine Hebrew journal reaching a 
circulation of 17,000 within ten years is a notable achievement, 
and the daily organ of Jewish labour in Palestine is justly 
proud of its success. The steady growth of the journal 
has been commensurate with the growth of the Yishuv. 
The tables given in the special number provide a significant 
index of the growth of the journal. It began in 1925 with a 
circulation of 2,500. In 1927 this rose to 3,500. By 1930 the daily 
circulation was 6,000, rising to 14,000 in 1934 and reaching 17,000 at 
the end of May, 1935. The labour Press in Palestine, Mr. Berl 
hatznelson, the gifted editor of DAVAR remarks, was born with the 
second Aliyah. The new arrivals did not have a journal to voice 
their views and sentiments. It was the Aliyah of the youth, full of 
youthful enthusiasm, bnt it was condemned to silence because it 
had no forum and it could not accommodate itself to the press 
already in existence. 

A comprehensive review is given of the forerunners and pioneers of 
the Hebrew Press in Palestine, and in this connection the writer deplores 
the inadequate recognition on the part of the Jewish youth of the 


achievements of great men inthe past. The gculf between the older and 
COHCTALIONS ¢ cists everywhere, and is Hot peculial to the Jewish 
people. But while other nations AtTCmMmpts are made t br icige the 


gulf between the generations, in Jewry itison the contrary being widened. 
This is a curse which began with the era of Jewish cmancipation, and 
manifests itself in all phases of Jewish life. The Jewish youth is inclined 
to minimise or even forget the work of their predecessors who paved the 
way for further achievement 

After these home truths, the writer refers to the different journals that 
have appeared in Palestine at various periods during the last four or five 


decades. . The issue, it should be noted, contains a message—perhaps one 
of the last things he wrote—from Dr. Schmaiya Levin, In it be congratu- 
lates the journal representing the Hebrew worker. While not being able 


to aldress them as comrades, he claimed more than mere friendliness 
towards them. During the last thirty vears, the letter says, he learned 
to look upon the Jewish workers in Palestine as the advance guard of the 
Jewish revival. 


THE OF ASSIMILATION 


The changed attitude of staid American Jewish bodies towards 
Jewish life has evoked some reflections in the ToG on the question 
of assimilation. Asa philosophy and as a way of life for the Jews, 
assimilation has broken down beyond. repair. It now stands 
revealed, ithe paper says, as the most dismal in the long history of 
Jewish attempts at adaptation to changing environment. The 
more Jews try to assimilate, to hide and obliterate their own 
characteristics as a group, the more they arouse disfavour, resent- 
ment and finally practical hatred. These revolutionary thoughts, 
the paper points out, are suggested not by the Zionists, but by no 
less conservative organisations than the National Federation of 
Temple Brotherhoods, the National Federation of Temple Sister 
hoods and the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, a trio 
which represents the head and front of Reform Judaism in the U.S. 
and which met recently and discussed the Jewish position. 

It is clear. savs the paper, that this change in the mentality of 
Reform Jewry in America did not come as a result of an intensive and 
long sustained cerebral process. Had the ladies a: ad gentlemen cf the 
Temple Brotherhoods and Sistcrhoods given any real, serious thought lo 
the Jewish position in the last quarter of a century, they would long 
ago bave come to the conclusion that the law of protection mimicry, 
by which an animal is safest when it adopts the colouring of the 
environment to the point of becoming almost indistingnishable, does not 
apply to the Jewish case. For Jewish history is replete with Instances 
where assimilation, instead of constituting a sort of Insurance policy 
against persecution, has brought about just the opposite results. The 
article attributes the change of mentality mainly to the events in Germany. 
It took Hitler to convert Jewish minds that were otherwise impervious 
to the logic of history. The truth is, it concludes, that not only is assimi- 
lation dead, but that those who have pursued it themselves have been 
dead for a long time to Jewish life. Judaism to them was never a living 


“thing. It never entered their hearts nor coloured their existence. Now 


they may well cry that assimilation is dead.

Dr. Weizmann and the Jubilee Forest 
—- 


In the course of a written message to the Jewish National Fund, 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann says: “ Zionists the world over, and especially 
Zionists of the British Empire, will rejoice to learn of His Majesty 
the King’s gracious consent to the planting in Palestine of the hing 
George V. Jubilee Forest as a tribute from British Jewry in the 
Jubilee Year. The Forest has a two-fold purpose. It will in itself 
be a beautiful and worthy tribute to a great and beloved monarch, 
whose reign will ever be memorable in Jewish history. 

“No less important, however, is the practical significance of 
the Forest. Centuries of neglect have robbed Palestine of her 
forests: the soil had been washed away until little remained 
bit bare, stony hills and swampy lowlands. Re-afforesation is the 
first step towards restoring to the Palestinian countryside, and 
especially to the hills, that fertility and beauty for which they were 
famous in ancient times. It is our privilege, as Zionists and as 
citizens of the British Empire, to take full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity now afforded us of continuing this great work, and of paying, 
at the same time, our tribute of loyalty and affection to His Majesty, 
and through him to the commonwealth of free nations over which 
he rules. 

“I am confident that every Zionist—every Jew—within His 
Majesty's Dominions will be eager to take his full share in making 
this Forest a worthy memorial of a great reigu, a memorial on which 
future generations may look with thankfulness and pride.” 

Dr. Weizmann visited Manchester on Wednesday as principal 
guest at a Midland Hotel luncheon to launch the Manchester 
effort for the Forest Fund. 

Sir William Rothenstein has consented to act as Chairman of 
the Committee of Judges which is being appointed to supervise the 
production of a Commemorative Volume containing the names of 
all donors to the Forest. His Majesty will be invited to accept 
the Volume. ‘The design of the Volume, which will be a work of 
Jewish decorative art, will be selected by Competition. Two prizes 
are being offered, one of £100 and one of £50. 

The Forest Fund, which will be officially inaugurated at a 
Guildhall Banquet on July 10th, has made considerable progress, 
and on Tuesday passed the £11,000 mark. The Federation of 
Synagogues has donated 1,000 guineas, and the Committee are 
grateful for a number of subscriptions from non-Jews, several of 
which are for the purpose of planting trees in memory of Jewish 
soldiers who fell in the War. 


Mr. Mossinsohn on Revisionism

Revisionist Growth and Left Wing Manceuvres

When 
“a partner in a company becomes dominant, and is likely to take the 
leadership into his own hands, it ig necessary for those with vested 
interests to eject that partner in order to safeguard themselves, The 
interests in this case happen to be the Left Wing's monopoly of the 
Budget, the Funds and the Certificates. Hence the object of the 

discipline * clause was purely to avert the threatened leadership of the 
Revisionist Party, either by forcing it to relinquish its political activities 
and thenceforth to take a back seat, or by excluding it entirely from the 
Sanisation.

VALUE OF PARLIAMENTARY PALESTINE COMMITTEE 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent) 


The Palestine Arab Party have circulated the Statement which 
they have submitted to the Permanent Mandates Commission, 
among Members of Parliament at Westminster. Iu the Prelude, 
complaints are made about the “inequitable procedure of 
the League of Nations in its dealings with the Mandate.’ The 
now familiar arguments of the Arabs appear again: Self- 
governing institutions are demanded: the present form of 
Government in Palestine is said to compare very poorly with 
the Turkish system which prevailed before the Mandate; the 
position of the Jewish schools, with their large budget, “a 
considerable part of which is derived from a grant from the 
Government Education Budget” (so the pamphlet says), calls 
for complaint against the Government, which does not set up a 
self-governing Institution for Education, with the result that the 
Arabs would be able to run their educational system in a manner 
compatible with the “ efficiency of private Arab schools, particularly 
those run under the inspection of the Supreme Moslem Council”; 
Jewish immigration, sale of land and the Huleh Concession are 
strongly commented upon; and a remedy “the radical change in 
the policy and reversion to the principle of self-determination,” is 
claimed. These extravagant statements and exaggerated claims in 
the document do not appear to have se riously influenced the opinion 
of those who have received it, as they have heard much of the 
position of Palestinian affairs from members of the Parliamentary 
Palestine Committee from time to time.

The Government is determined to gain compensation for the 
revenue sacrificed in free trade and desires to assure that goods from 
Syria shall be of Syrian manufacture and not re-exports from France.

Extension of Beer Tuvia 

The Joint Paiestine Enorgency Fund (Emtea) and tha Ica hava 
commenced the first colonisation extension schem?3 in Beer Tuvia, 
the southermost Jewish settlement in. Palestine, which was 
destroyed in the riots of 1929-and rebuilt by the Emergency Fund 
in 1951. The present extension is to consist in the expenditure of 
£30,009 making provision for forty-five families, ten of which will be 
German. This will double the siz2 of the colony. Work has been 
started on the preliminary buildings.

Sinaists was given on Sunday by Dayan Dr. A. Feldman on “ No! from 
My Diary.’

Norden, who visited the school in December on behalf of the Association of 
Jewish Metropol:tan Non- Provided Schools to examiue the children, is recorded, 

Major STERN expressed the hope that everybody present would do 
their best to bring Jewish deaf children as pupils to their School, where 


they would receive the best possible education. They had installed, 
said Major Stern, the Multitone Electric Instrument for the benefit 


of the children to see whether it would be possible to teach them 


to speak better in that way. But it was still in the experimental 
stage, and they hoped it weuld benefit them in the future. Anything 
they could do to help the children they regarded as their duty.

Iced Consomme 
Use a gcod, clear, well-seasoned stock and serve it icy cold in 
individual cups, using any garnish preferred. such as shredded vegetables, 
savoury custard, or a few stoned cherries, prunes, strawberries or 
raspberries, 


Sago Consomme 


Clear vegetable stock, 3 pints. Sago, 1 oz. 
laret, 1 wineglassful. Sugar, 4 oz. 
Stick cinnamon, 1 inch. Lemon peel. Salt. 


PUT the stock, claret, cinnamon and one or two strips of thinly peeled 
lemon rind into a saucepan and bring to the boil. Sprinkle in the sago 
and simmer until it is quite transparent. If too thick add more stock. 
Add the sugar and salt if necessary. Remove the cinnamon and lemon 
rind and leave till very cold. The soup will become thicker when cold, 
If it should get too thick, thin it down with more stock. 


Fruit Soups 
THESE can be made from any kind of ripe fruit, such as currants, 
raspberries, cherries or plums boiled in water or clear vegetable stock. 
Allow one pound of fruit to one quart of liquid, boil until the fruit is 
soft, then strain. Return to the saucepan and bring to the boil. Sprinkle 
in one ounce of fine sago and boil till the cereal is clear. Add salt, pepper 
and sugar to taste and, if liked, a little wine, and serve very cold, 


Red Cherry Soup 


(Cherries, 2 lbs. Sugar, 2 ozs. 
Water, 2 quarts. Lemon juice. 
Cornflour, oz Red wine.

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Property Notes 


During his visit last week to Liverpool, Sir Kingsley Wvod, the 
Minister of Health, opened a new block of flats which have been erected 
in St. Andrew’s Gardens. He congratulated the citizens on an excel- 
lent example of municipal housing development. In a truly national 
housing policy, he said, they must not only make provision for people 
who desired to live in the fresh air, with gardens and other amenities 
of the suburbs, but must rehouse them near to their work, as the 
expense of many journeys each day to work was undoubtedly prohibitive. 
At a dinner given in his honour at the Town Hall by the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Kingsley said that the latest official figures showed that since 
the Armistice no fewer than 2,670,500 new houses had been built in 
England. The criticism was sometimes made that the policy of the 
Ministry of Health had led to a lowering of housing standards. It 
had been suggested that there was a craze for cheapness and an indif- 
ference to the quality of the house provided. - That was contrary to the 
facts. Obviously, the cost of a house was a matter of great importance, 
because upon the cost depended the rent, and the greatest need was for 
houses which could be let at rents within the means of the lower-paid 
workers. It was therefore both the policy and the duty of the Ministry 
of Health to see that no unnecessary cost was incurred by local authort- 
ties in house building. The whole effort of the Ministry and of the 
competent technical advisers which it employed was to secure such 
improvements in the planning and designing of houses as would result 
both in the saving of unnecessary expenditure and the improvement o! 
the standard of construction.

The recipe of un) ppl 
ness for great works is denied in the film itself when Bellini writes 
one of his finest songs in the ecstasy of newly discovered love.
